The most fundamental and the 
most important questions in relig- 
ious thought is, “Is the Bible the 
Word of God?” If the Bible be 
the Word of God, a revelation 
from God Himself regarding Him- 
self, His nature, His character, His 
purposes, His will, His plans, His 
methods, His work, and concerning 
man, his nature, his fall, his ruin, 


|the way of his salvation, his 


duty and his destiny, then we 
have a sure starting point from 
which we can proceed to the con- 
quest of the entire domain of re- 


ligious and ethical truth. But if 
the Bible is not the Word of 
God, if it is merely the product 
of man’s own thinking, speculat- 
ing, and guessing regarding the 
great subjects with which it has 
to do, not at all truS tworthy, then 
we are all at sea, not knowing 
whither we are drifting, but we 
may be sure that we are not drift- 
ing toward any safe port. 

Let me say here, at the very 
outset, that I did not always be-

Reader, how often have you been 
born? If you are born only once 
you will die twice. Your body will 
die, and after that, your soul will 
enter the realm of everlasting loss 
and punishment, which is called 
“the second death.”

from the grave came forth four- 
days-dead Lazarus; just as the 
dead body of Christ, as He lay in 
the grave, was touched by the 
power of God and raised from the 
dead; just as God at the second 
coming of Christ will speak from 
the skies, and the bodies of the 
Christian dead, in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye, will stand 
forth in the glory and splendor of 
resurrection; so, by this same 
mighty power of God at our con- 
version the new man is placed 
within the being of the old man, 
and instantly we are possessors of 
a new divine life and become sons 
and daughters of God.

During a large union revival 
campaign in Neu Brunswick, Can- 
ada, I was invited one day to visit a 
logging camp where all the men 
gathered together to hear me 


preach. I went, taking my song 
leader, my four youngsters and 
my lovely wife with me. We 


watched the big, brawny, hearty 
lumberjacks work as great trees 
were felled. The ring of axes was 
heard through the woods and the 
“7iz-zaz’ of the large saws droned 
like the hum of angry hornets. 
It was uncanny the way these men 
could make a tree fall exactly 
where they wanted it to. 

To the amusement of my wife 
and boys, and to the delight of 
the lumberjacks, my singer and 
I challenged all the men to a tree- 
cutting contest. I had never had 
a cross-cut saw in my hands in 
my whole life but with high good 
humor we picked up a saw and 
went to the tree the straw-boss 


assigned us and the contest began. 
Of course trees crashed all around 
us before we even got started! I 
declared my partner had slowed 
me down and dared any man there 
to a tree-cutting-down contest 
with axes, Unfortunately, however, 
I am no better with an axe than [ 
am with a saw—I just can’t hit 
the same place twice! So I was 
ingloriously defeated again. 

We all had a lot of fun, though, 
and after a gospel service and a 
hearty meal the boss declared a 
holiday and gave every last man 
the afternoon off with full pay. 
A number of the men were saved 
and publicly confessed Christ dur- 
ing the revival. 

Later, one of the lumberjacks 
told me he felt God was calling 
him to preach and wanted to know 
if I believed he should take time

As Jesus departed from Jericho 
onee, two blind men sitting by 
the wayside, heard that Jesus 
passed by, and cried out, saying, 
“Have mercy on us, O Lord, thou 
son of David” (Matthew 20:30). 
All these and many other cases 
recorded in the’ gospels were 
prayers for healing; and Jesus 
answered these, every one! On a 
number of occasions, multitudes 
brought their sick people to Je- 
sus for Him to heal. If the person- 
al ministry of Jesus shows any- 
thing about His tender-heart, then 
He loves to heal the sick, He is 
glad to hear prayers for healing. 


I, Sickness Is a Proper 
Subject of Prayer 
In James 5:13 we are given the 
plain instruction, 
“Is any among 
let him pray.” . 
Or the Revised Version puts it, 
“Is any among you suffering? 
let him pray.” So people are to 
pray for themselves when they 
suffer, And then verse 14 con- 
tinues, 
“Ts 


you afflicted? 


sick among you? let 
for the elders of the 
and let them pray over 
. and the prayer of faith 
the sick, and the Lord 
him up.’ 
sickness should be an 
prayer. We are com- 
manded to pray when we suffer 
ourselves, and the elders of tne 
church are to be calied officially, 
too, to pray for the sick. Then 
in James 5:16 we are told, 
“Confess your faults one to 
another, and pray one for another, 
ye may be healed. 
Though the sick may 
themselves, it is proper 
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the elders of the church to pray, 
and individual Christians are to 
confess. their sins one to the other 
and to pray one for the other, in 
order that they may be healed. 


If there were no particular and 
specific command, like this, to 
pray for healing of the sick, yet 
many other passages of Scripture 
authorize us to pray for anything 
we want or need. For mstance, in 
Mark 11:24 Jesus said, ‘‘What 
things soever ye desire, when ye 
pray, believe that ye receive them 
and ye shall have them.” That 
what things soever would certainly 
include the healing of our sick 
bodies. And again in John 14:14 
Jesus promised, “If ye shall ask 
any thing in my name, I will do 
it.’ That word anything certainly 
would cover healing of the body. 
And Philippians 4:6 commands us: 
‘...in every thing by prayer 
let your requests be made known 
unto God.” If there were not a 
single specific promise in the 
Bible which mentioned healing of 
the sick in answer to prayer, yet 
any believing Christian would have 
a right to call on his heavenly 
Father for healing in the light of 
these general promises. clearly 
meant to cover every need of a 
Christian. 

Besides, sickness is. evidently 
the attack of Satan. Job’s sickness 
was brought on by the direct at- 
tack of Satan (Job 2:4-7). Jesus 
healed one woman, whom, He 
said, “Satan hath bound, lo, these 
eighteen years” (Luke 13:16). 
And then of Paul’s thorn in the 
flesh, we are told it was a ‘‘mes- 
senger of Satan” (II Cor. 12:7) 
Sickness and disease come from 
Satan. God permits them as He 
permits sin and permits certain 
results of sin. And often. God 
overrules sickness to His own 
glory. But generally, it is proper 
to say that sickness is from Satan. 

And thus, may not God’s own 
children call on their heavenly 
Father to help them in the attack 
of Satan on their bodies? Surely 
the very nature of sickness means 
that we ought to pray about it 
and have a perfect right to pray 
about the healing of our bodies. 

And even better is the swect 
thought that God is our heavenly 
Father. He has an infinite compas- 
sion for us, As Jesus Himself 
went about doing good and was 
moved with compassion by the 
sickness and the sorrows of the 
people, so He has compassion 
upon ‘us now, and our dear 
heavenly Father has loving com- 
passion upon His children. 
as a father pitieth His children, so 


the Lord pitieth them that fear 
Him” (Psalm 103:13). If there 
were not a line in the Bible upon 
which to base our hope. except 
this: that -God is our heavenly 
Father and we are His dear chil- 
dren, redeemed at -infinite cost, 


then surely that alone would give 


Him for help in our sufferings 
sicknesses. Jesus said, 
being evil, 


more shall your Father which is 
in heaven give good things to them 
that ask Him?” (Matthew 7:11). 
The relief from pain, the healing 
of disease, the strength for our 
daily tasks——-surely in many, many 
cases, at least, these are good 
things for which we have a right 
to ask our heavenly Father. A 
father’s love and compassion is 


enough to guarantee that He is 


concerned about our = sickness. 
Sickness is a proper subject for 
prayer. 


Christians ought to pray alone 
when they are sick. Or Christians 
ought to call for their pastors or 
for church officials to pray. It is 
perfectly legitimate to have pray- 
er in public services, just so it is 
sincere prayer, God-honoring pray- 
er, and not a racket and not con- 
nected with false doctrine. And 
Christians ought to pray privately 
one for another, confessing their 
faults one to another. Sickness is 
a proper subject for prayer. 


Years ago I was troubled with 
tonsilitis. Every winter I had a 
wretched time with sore throat 
and fever. One can feel so much 
like dying with tonsilitis, and not 
be very sick! The family doctor 
insisted that I should have my 
tonsils removed, and at last, re- 
‘luctantly, I consented. A certain 
day was set for the operation. 


That morning in my devotional 
reading I read II Chronicles 16. 
'How startled I was to read in

}usually it is His blessed will, 


verses 12 and 13, “And Asa in the 
thirty and ninth year of his reign 
was diseased in his feet, until his 
disease was exceeding great: yet 
in his disease he sought not to 
the Lord, but to the physicians. 
And Asa slept with his fathers, and 
died in the one and fortieth year 
of his reign.” I was not ready to 
‘sleep with my fathers’ so de- 
cided I should seek God first, be- 
fore the physicians. 


Immediately I told my wife that 
I had sinned in settling any matter 
about my health without a season 
of prayer. I postponed the tonsil- 
lectomy, I went to the Lord in 
earnest prayer for my _ throat. 
Soon thereafter I had occasion to 
talk to a doctor who was an ear- 
nest Christian. He said to me that 
if I would take his counsel, I 
would never need to have my ton- 
sils removed. He gave me a dict 
list; I left off fried foods, fats and 
sweets and began to use more 
fruit juices and eat more green 
vegetables, and I have never had 
tonsilitis from that day to this! 


How often we commit the sin 
of Asa who “in his disease he 
sought not to the Lord, but to the 
physicians.” That does not mean 
that Asa sinhed in having physic- 
ians. It means that he sinned in 
not looking first to the Lord, and 
in that he was trusting men in- 
stead of God. The Bible never in- 
dicates that it is wrong, under 
certain circumstances, to use doc- 
tors and medicine. But always, we 
may be sure, it grieves God when 
fis children think first about hu- 
man help and human remedies. 
The very first thing anybody 
ought to do about sickness is to 
pray! 


In Dallas, Texas, once in a 
church prayer meeting, we had 
many. testimonies of remarkable 


answers to prayer for healing of 
the body. Some had been. healed 
after spending hundreds of dollars 
on hospital bills and doctor bills 
and after long weeks of suffering. 
Some had been healed who had 
been given up by good doctors to 
die. The testimonies were blessed. 
At the close of the testimony 
meeting a dear old Christian lady 
rose and said, “Brother Rice, if 
the time ever comes when I am 
sick and the doctors can’t help 
me, and when medicine doesn’t 
do any good,*I’m going to call 
on you and this church to pray 
for me!” How like the rest of us 
that 1is—we call on God when other 
things have failed. How glad He 
would be if we called on Him first; 
and then, as He directed, we could 
use medicine and doctors as He 
led, and give God the glory when 
He healed. Or if He gave faith 
for healing without doctors and 
medicine, we could take the bless- 
ing He gave and thank Him for 
it. Christians ought to 
to God in every trouble 
need.

Il. Prayer for the Sick Is 
Proper During This Age 


Dr. H. A. Ironside says (Our 
Hope Magazine, Aug., 1942), “No 
instructed Christian can help ac- 
knowledging the power of the Lord 
to heal the body as well as to 
save the soul. He who credits the 
miracles of the New Testament, as 
every sincere Christian must, 
necessarily recognizes the healing 
power of God. . . . God can heal. 
God has healed. God does heal. He 
heals in answer to prayer. He 
heals where there i no prayer at 
all by the recuperative power of 
nature. He heals, as in Hezekiah’s 
case, by the use of means. He has 
often healed in answer to the 
prayer of the individual who was 
sick, or of others who prayed for 
him. There are too many reputable 
testimonies at the present time to 
such healings to question them 
for a moment.”

sations at will, and dividing them 
up between Israel.and the church! 


They sometimes say, “Physical 
blessings were for Israel, and 
spiritual blessings are for’ the 


church” although the Bible never 
says anything of the kind. Some 
notes in the Scofield Reference 
Bible lean too much tow4a¥rd this 
ultra-dispensational teaching. Dr, 
R. A. Torrey, in his book on Divine 
Healing says: 


“It is said by some that the 
Epistle of James was written to 
Jewish believers, and therefore it 
does not apply to Gentile believ- 
ers. But God in His Word very 
definitely tells us that what ap- 
plies to Jewish believers, applics 
to Gentile believers, that ‘in Chris# 
Jesus’ ‘there can be neither Jew 
nor Greek’ (Gal. 3:28). This 
splitting up of the New Testament 
and giving one part to Gentile 
Christians and another part to 
Jewish @hristians, has absolutely 
no warrant in the Word of God, 
in fact is against its plain teach- 
ing. There are some who would 
take away from us Gentiles pretty 
much all of the New Testament 
except the latter Epistles of Paul, 
but they are riding a hobby for 
which there is no warrant what- 
ever in the Bible itself. They are 
not 
they are mutilating the Word, and 
Stealing from the greater part of 
God’s children what really bes. 
longs to them.” 


These _ ultra-dispensationalists 
say that the book of James was 
primarily to Jewish believers and 
not to Gentile Christians. Even the 
Scofield Reference Bible has a 
sub-head ~-before Hebrews, James, 
I and II Peter and Jude calling 
them ‘The Jewish-Christian_Epis- 
tles,”’ as if they were essentially 
different from the rest of the 
New Testament. But this is not 
true. It is true that James ad- 
dressed his epistle ‘‘to the twelve 
tribes which are scattered abroad.”’ 
sut that was when the only Chris- 
tians there were were Jewish 
Christians. James was probably 
the first epistle written in the 
New Testament, and was written 
to all those who were Christians. 
But it is also true that the book 
of Galatians was addressed “unto 
the churches of Galatia,” and that 
Romans was addressed “‘to all that 
be at Rome.” And no one doubts 
that they are messages for us, the 
Spiritual successors of the Chris- 
tians in that day. 


But fortunately we do not have 
to guess as to who the Holy Spirit 
meant to address in 
ings. Notice in James 5:14 that 
it is elders who are to be called 
to pray, not a rabbi; elders of the 
church, and not rulers of the 
synagogue. This is a message to 
Christians in churches, and not 
to Jews in synagogues. And notice 
particularly in James 5:3 “Ye have 
heaped treasure together for the 


last days.” James, chapter 5, is 
fitting for the last days. And 
verse 7 says, “Be patient therefore, 


brethren, unto the coming of the 
This epistle of James, and 
the last chapter particularly, is 
fitted for the days just preceding 
the Lord's return. Again in verse 
8, we are told, ‘Be ye also patient; 
Sstablish your hearts: for the com- 
ing of the Lord draweth nigh.” 
And again, verse 9 in this same 
fifth chapter of James says, ‘“Be- 
hold, the judge standeth before the 
door.’”’ So in this chapter, at least 
four times (that is in verses 3, 7, ®. 
and 9), the last days and the 
second coming of Christ are men- 
tioned. It could not be clearer 
than it is that the Lord meant 
these blessed commands and prom- 
ises about praying for the healing 
of the sick, to be claimed in these 
last days when the coming of 
the Lord draws nigh, and when 
the Judge stands at the door. Do 
not let anyone take away from youl 
the book of James—it belongs to 
Christians of this age.

Let us make sure that we under- 


stand God's condition of healing

faith that saves the sick. In Dr. 
Torrey’s words, “not intense car- 
mal excitement temporarily gal- 
wanize him into brief activities, 
from which there is an appalling 
reaction, often leaving the poor 
victim of the religious charlatan 
worse than ever, and not intre- 
quently sending him to the insane 
asylum or the cemetery.” 


For instance, the oil does not 
heal. The oil mentioned here was 
not medicine. Dr. W. B. Riley 
says, “The ‘oil’ here is the symbol 
of the Holy Ghost, and is applied 
as such. It is hardly meédicinal, 
for if God is any sort of a physi- 
cian, He is not a quack who would 
prescribe oil for all diseases.”’ In 
Bible times kings,. high priests 
and prophets were anointed with 
oil, setting them apart, or sanctify- 
ing them to a special work for 
God. Leviticus 8:10-12 shows that 
the tabernacle, the altar, and the 
vessels and the laver and its base 
were all anointed, “to sanctify 
them,’ and that Aaron was anoint- 
ed, ‘“‘to sanctify him.’ Any man 
who is to serve God acceptably 
must serve in the power and 
anointing of the Holy Spirit, and 
the oil is a symbol of this. Holy 
Spirit. And every saved person 
has the Holy Spirit abiding in his 
body. And every Christian, if he 
wants healing, should recognize 
the fact that the Holy Spirit has 
a right to take charge and use 
this body, as one dedicated wholly 
to God. To anoint one with oil for 
healing would simply mean that 
the one anointed is dedicated to 
God and that we trust the Holy 
Spirit of God to heal the body, 
if it be God's will. Dr. Torrey says, 
“The Holy Spirit is the One who 
does the healing, if ‘it really is 
Divine healing. In Romans 8:11 
we read, ‘But if the Spirit of Him 
that raised up Jesus from the dead 
dwell in you, He that raised up 
Christ from the dead shall give 
life also to your mortal bodies 
thru His Spirit that dwelleth in 
you.’ Now that refers, as the text 
itself and the context (vs, 20-23) 
clearly prove, to the future resur- 
rection of our body by the Holy 
Spirit, and not to our present heal- 
ing, but nevertheless, it shotes—the 
quickening, i.e., life-giving, pow- 
er of the Holy Spirit in our phys- 
ical bodies.” 

Now this passage in James says 
in verse 13, “Is any among you 
afflicted? let him pray.” There is 
prayer for the sick without anoint- 
ing with oil. And again in verse 
16, ‘Confess your faults one to 
another, and pray one for another, 
that ye may be healed.” There is 
mutual prayer of Christians for 
one another, without anointing of 
oil; yet it is prayer for healing. 
But verse 14 suggests, ‘‘Is any sick 
among you? let him call for the 
elders of the church; and let them 
pray over him, anointing him with 
oil in the name of the Lord: and 
the prayer of faith shall save the 
sick, and the Lord shall raise him 
up.” The anointing with oil is 
proper, under some circumstances; 
but it is not the oil that heals 
and the oil is not essential. It is 
the prayer of faith that saves. 


The twelve disciples sometimes 
anointed the sick with oil. In Mark 
6:13 we are told, “And they cast 
out many devils, and anointed.with 
oil many that were sick, and heal- 
ed them.” However, in’ many, 
many other cases of healing in 
the New Testament there is no 
mentiem of anointing with-oil. 


Anointing with oil is sometimes 
a help to our faith: It reminds 
us that the Spirit of God dwells 
in the body of the sick Christian. 
Thus, to do just what the Scrip- 
ture suggests by anointing the 
sick with oil, we are encouraged 
to expect His blessings; and we 
make it more real to ourselves 
that God has invited us to pray 
for the healing of the sick. But 
whether we use oil or do not, it 
is the prayer of faith that saves 
the sick. In the Bible there is no 
mention of anybody’s anointing 
with oil, except elders of the 
churches. But any Christian has 
a right to pray for his own healing 
or for the healing of a friend or 
loved one. 


Modern evangelists who have so- 
called “divine healing services,”’ 
and say that it is always God’s 
will to heal the sick, often lay the 
blame for their failures on those 


who come to be healed. A poor 
sick person comes to be prayed 
for, the evangelist announces that 
it is God’s will to heal this person 
and to restore him to perfect 
health, always, and then when the 
disappointed sick person is not 
healed, the evangelist disclaims all 
responsibility and says that the 
sick person simply did not have 
faith in God or that some other 
sin was .in the way. But note here 
that it is the faith of those who 
do the praying that settles the 
matter! “Is any sick among you? 
let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil in the 
name of the Lord; and the prayer 
of faith shall save the sick, and the 
Lord shall raise him up.” If the 
professional divine healers, . who 
go about teaching that it is God’s 
will to heal every sick Christian, 
are right; then these divine heal- 
ers must be great rascals, for they 
do not pray the prayer of faith in 
such a multitude of cases, and 
the sick person is not healed. And 
in every case they are to blame, 
if it is really true that it is God's 
will to heal every sick person. No, 
it is not always God’s will to heal 
the sick; but when the elders are 
called on to pray, then it is their 
faith that will guarantee the heal- 
ing.of the sick. 

Of course, individual Christians 
may pray for’ themselves, and 
it may be that both the sick per- 
son and his friends alike join in 
prayer and join in faith. 

Now faith is a gift of God. Ro- 
mans 12:6 says, “Having then gifts 
differing according to the grace 
that is given to us, whether pro- 
phecy, let us prophesy according to 
the proportion of faith.’ And I Cor- 
inthians 12:8, 9 says, “‘For to one 
is given by the Spirit the word of 
wisdom: to another the word of 
knowledge by the same Spirit; 
to another faith by the same 
Spirit.”” The “Holy Spirit gives 
faith. When God’s Word has a 
plain promise to us, it would be 
sin not to believe the promise 
and risk God. For example, ev- 
ery lost person can instantly trust 
Christ and be saved. But about an 
individual problem, not covered by 
a great and general promise in 


the Bible we must depend upon | 


the Holy Spirit to show us the 
will of God. If God’s Holy Spirit 
gives us faith for healing then 
our prayer for healing will be 
answered. But if it is not God's 
will to heal, and if God’s Holy 
Spirit does not give us any as- 
surance that it is the will of God, 
then all our will power will not 
create faith. Where God gives the 
faith, God does the healing. Where 
God is not pleased to heal in a 
particular case, He will not’ give 
faith for healing. 

Faith is not an emofion, but it 
is simply a resting upon the re- 
vealed will of God, whether that 
will of God is revealed in His 
Word, or by revelation of the 
Spirit. Sometimes people say they 
have faith when they are depend- 
ing upon_the word of the preach- 
er. Sometimes people say they 
have faith when, like Christian 
Scientists, or like mind healers, 
they have said over and over to 
themselves that they are well, or 
that they are getting better every 
day, etc., until they almost make 
themselves believe it. But mental 
suggestion, hypnotism, psychology, 
are entirely different from faith in 
God. When we know that we are 
asking according to the will of 
God as revealed in His Word, and 
the Holy Spirit makes us sure 
that it is His will to do the thing 
we ask, then- we have God-given 
faith, And in such cases we can 
claim the answer and expect it. 
‘The prayer of faith shall save the 
sick, and the Lord shall raise him 
up.” 


IV. Is Healing in the 
Atonement? 


There has been much loose talk 
over the question of whether or 
not Christ purchased redemption 
and healing for our bodies in His 
death on the cross. And I am 
sorry to say that much of this 
loose talk has been done by other- 
wise sound, Christian men who 
were irritated with the Pentecost- 
alists and others who claim that 
healing is in the atonement and 
that therefore every Christian 
ought at once to claim perfect 


With The Evangelists 
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were recorded. Twenty-seven per- 
sons were baptized at the close of 


healing on the basis of the atone- 
ment just as he takes salvation 
by faith at once. 


In Matthew 8:16, 17 is a clear 
Scripture on this question. It says: 


“When the even was come, they 
brought unto him many that were 
possessed with devils: and he cast 
out the spirits with his word and 
healed all that were sick: that it 
might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by Esaias the _ prophet, 
saying, Himself took our infirmi- 
ties, and bare our sicknesses.” 
You would do well to read those 
two verses again carefully. The 
reference is to Isaiah 53:4, “‘Sure- 
ly, he hath borne our griefs, and 
carried our sorrows.” It is remark- 
able that the New ‘Testament 
translation, as given by the Holy 
Spirit, is even more emphatic than 
the Old Testament promise, that 
Christ carried our infirmities and 
our sicknesses. In the Revised 
Version, Matthew 8:17 says of 
Jesus, ‘Himself took our infirmi- 
ties and bare our diseases.” And 
we remember that Isaiah 53:5 
says, “And with his stripes we 
are healed.” 

It is foolish to fight the plain 
teaching of these verses. Jesus 
Himself took our infirmities and 
bare our diseases. Dr. R. A. Tor- 
rey spoke of the saying that 
“physical healing is in the atone- 
ment” in his book, Divine Heal- 
ing, and then Dr. Torrey said, “I 
think that that is a fair inference 
from these verses when looked at 
in this context.’ And as the be- 
loved S. D. Gordon, author of the 
“Quiet Talks’ series of books, 
Said, surely, every good thing we 
have comes, not as a result of 
our merits, but as a result of the 
merits of Jesus Christ, and is paid 
for on the cross. If a Christian 
comes to pray for healing and 
prays in Jesus’ name, he is pray- 
ing properly. Surely it is not too 
much to say that every good thing 
God ever gives uS was purchased 
by Jesus Christ. 


But Dr. Torrey hastened, as 
I do, to call attention to the fact 
that we do not now receive all 
that is purchased for us. It is won- 
derful to be saved, to have our 
sins forgiven, but every Christian 
ought to know that that is only a 
part of his inheritance-—there is 
more coming later! At the second 
coming of Christ, at the resurrec- 
tion of the Christian dead, when 
our bodies are changed like unto 
Christ’s glorious body, then we 
will inherit all that was bought 
for us on Calvary, but not before. 
Then we will have perfect health, 
perfect bodies, with all the mark 
and stain of sin gone, but not 
before. 'Then. Christians.. will not 
wear glasses nor walk with canes 
nor have false teeth nor be bald- 
headed nor have dandruff nor hali- 
tosis nor athlete’s foot! These 
things are boyght for us on Cal- 
vary, and are to be delivered 
when our salvation is complete. 
But no one will have perfect and 
permanent healing of all disease 
till. then. 

I think we may safely say that 
all the people who ever were heal- 
ed, were only partly healed, except 
Enoch and Elijah who were trans- 
lated and given glorified bodies at 
once. Jesus raised Lazarus from 
the dead, but Lazarus died again. 
The “perfect soundness” of the 
poor lame man healed at the gate 
of the temple, mentioned in Acts 
3:16, was only a relative sound- 
ness. By human standards he was 
perfectly well, but by the stand- 
ards of the angels who know no 
sickness nor disease, who never 
are tired or weak. or sick .and 
who never die, his body was still 
imperfect’ and subject to the 
weight and wages of sin. People 
who think they are perfectly well 
have yet the decay and weakening 
going on in their bodies that will 
lead them to death, sooner or later, 
unless the Saviour_comes speedily, 
There is a susceptibility to disease, 
a tendency toward death in every 
living human being. So in some 
sense, healing, in this present age, 
is always relative. No one living 
has perfect health as the angels 
have, as Adam had in the garden 
of Eden before he ever sinned. And 
that perfect health will be ours 
only when Jesus comes and 
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the meeting with an equal number 
to be baptized at a later time.

In the first place, I believe the 
Bible to be the Word of God 
because of the clear and definite 
testimony of Jesus Christ to the 


the 


fact. We live in a day in which | 


many people say, 

“IT accept what Jesus Christ 
teaches, but I do not know about 
the rest of the Bible. As for what 
Jesus Christ says, that goes with 
me, but as to what Paul said, or 
John said, or Peter said, or Moses 
said or is said to have said, or 
David said or is said to have said, 
or Isaiah said or is said to have 
said, or the rest of them said, I 
do not know about that; but 
what Jesus Christ says I accept.” 


Now at the first glance that 
looks like an eminently rational 
position, but, in point of fact, it 
is utterly irrational and impos- 
sible. It is irrational and impos- 
sible for this reason: if we accept 
the teaching of Jesus Christ, we 
must of course accept everything 
upon which He sets the stamp of 
His endorsement. To say that 
you accept the authority of Jesus 
Christ and then to throw over- 
board that upon which He sets 
the stamp of His. endorsement, is 
to be utterly irrational. And Jesus 
Christ Sets the stamp of His en- 
dorsement upon the entire Bible, 
upon the entire Old Testament 
and entire New Testament; and, 
therefore, if we accept the author- 


ity of Jesus Christ we are logically 


compelled to accept the entire Old 
Testament and the entire New 
Testament as the Word of God. 


I. Jesus Endorsed the Whole 
Old Testament as the 
Infallible Word 
of God 

As to our Lord’s endorsement 
of the Old Testament, you will 
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find it, for example, in Mark 7:13. 
Here our Lord, in reasoning with 
the religious leaders of His day, 
said, ‘you do make The Word of 
God of none effect through your 
tradition.’ He had just been draw- 
ing a sharp contrast between their 
traditions and the teachings of 
the law of Moses, not merely of 
the Decalogue but of other parts 
of the Peéntateuch as well, and 
having drawn this contrast He 
says these words, ‘‘Making the 
word of God of none effect through 
your tradition; thus in so many 
words calling the law of Moses 
“the word of God.” 


When I was holding meetings 
in England, a prominent dignitary 
and scholar in the Church of 
England, in a private correspond- 
ence with me, took me to task for 
calling the Bible “the word of 
God,” and said, “The Bible no- 
Where claims to be the Word of 
God.” In reply, among other pas- 
sages, I called his attention to 
the one just quoted and showed 
him how the Lord Jesus Himself 
in sO many words called the law of 
Moses “the word of God.’ 

Now turn to Matthew 5:18, 
Where you will read these words of 
the Lord Jesus, “Verily I say unto 
you, Till heaven and earth pass, 
one jot or one tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the law, till all be 
fulfilled.” Now a “jot,” as every 
Hebrew scholar’ knows, is. the 
Hebrew character ‘Yodh,” the 
smallest character in the Hebrew 
alphabet, less than half the size 
of any other character in 


the | 


Prayer--Asking and Receiving 
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changes our vile bodies like unto 
His glorious body. 


That is a plain statement of the 
Seriptures. Romans 8:18-23 says: 

“For I reckon that the suffer- 
ings of this present time are not 
worthy to be compared with the 
glory which shall be revealed in us. 
For the earnest expectation of the 
creature waiteth for the mani- 
festation of the sons of God. For 
the creature was made _ subject 
to vanity, not willingly, but by 
reason of hum who hath subjected 
the same in hope. Because tie 
creature itself also shall be de- 
livered from the bondage of cor- 
ruption into the glorious liberty 
of the children of God. For we 
know that the whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain 
together until now. And not only 
they, but ourselves also, which 
have the firstfruits of the Spirit, 
even we ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for the adoption, 
to wit, the redemption of 
body.” 

Here we learn that our salvation 
is largely in the future. We al- 
ready have everlasting life and 
the Holy Spirit has been given 
to us. He, the Holy Spirit, is “the 
first-fruits’” of salvation; but we 
are still waiting ‘“‘for the adoption, 
to wit the redemption, of - our 
body.” The redemption or Ssalva- 
tion of the body was purchased 
on Calvary. Christ did really bear

Of course, this only covers the 
first five books of the Old Testa- 
ment, but if you can accept them 
you will not have much trouble 
with the rest of the Old Testa- 
ment, for this is the very part of 
the Bible where the hottest con- 
troversy is being fought today, 
and always has been fought, be- 
tween the rationalists and the be- 


lievers in the Bible as the iner-| 
rant Word of God. It is in this 
3ible that we read | 


of the Fall, the story of the Flood, 
the story of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
the turning of Lot’s wife into a 
pillar of salt, the destruction of 
the Canaanite nations, and pretty 
much all the other things on which 
the objectors to a Bible verbally 
inspired most violently pour out 
their condemnation and _ their 
scorn. And is it not a remarkable 
fact that our Lord Jesus Christ, 
looking down through the coming 
centuries and anticipating the 
controversies of today, should have 
put the stamp of His endorsement 
in the most unmistakable way up- 
on that very portion of the Bible 
where the hottest conflict wouid 
be waged eighteen centuries lat- 
er? 

Now turn to John 10:35. Here 
the Lord Jesus says, “the scrip- 
ture cannot be broken.’ He had 
just quoted Psalm 82:6 as ending 
all controversy in the matter in 
dispute between Himself and His 
opponents, and having done it He 
utters the words quoted above, 
“the scripture cannot be broken,” 
thus setting the stamp of His en- 
dorsement upon the absolute ir- 
refragability or inerrancy of the 
Old Testament Scripture. 

Turn ‘now to. Luke 24:27, 

“And beginning at Moses and all 
the prophets; he expounded unto 
them in all the scriptures the 
things concerning himself.’ 

And now read the 44th verse 
of the same chapter, 

“All things must be fulfilled, 
which were written in the law 
of Moses, and in the prophets, 
and in the psalms, concerning me.” 

The Hebrew in our Lord’s time 
divided his Bible, our present Old 
Testament, into three divisions: 
“The Law,” that is the part we 
call the Pentateuch; ‘The Pro- 
phets,” including not only most 
of the books that we call propheti-

|of the Christian dead takes place, 


and the bodies of living saints are 
changed, in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye. Then we 
will have “the adoption, to wit, 
the redemption of our body.” 

Freedom from all sin was pur- 
chased for us at Calvary too. Ab- 
solute sinless perfection is in the 
atonement. But none of us have 
yet attained it. “If we say that 
we have no sin, we decéive our- 
selves, and the truth is not in us” 
(I John 1:8). But when Jesus 
comes, the sin question will be 
settled once for all. Now we have 
forgiveness of sins. Then we will 
have complete eradication of sin. 
We have the first-fruits of salva- 
tion, but when Jesus comes, we 
get the completed salvation. So 
now we live in hope for that which 
we have not yet attained, the 
Scripture Says, and we groan with- 
in ourselves, ‘‘waiting for the adop- 
tion, to wit,the redemption of 
our bodies.” 

Then it is true that bodily heal- 
ing is in the atonement, in the 
same sense that our. resurrected 
bodies are provided for in. the 
atonement. Christ Himself rose 
from the dead, and all of us who 
are His will likewise “be raised 


cal, but many of the _ historical 
books as well, the material for 
which was derived*from the pro- 
phets; and “The Psalms,” or 
“Hagiographa”’ or sacred writings, 
including all the remaining books 
of our present Old Testament. 
So our Lord in these verses takes 
up each one of the three recog- 
nized divisions of the Jewish Bible 
of His day, our present Old 
Testament Scriptures, and sets the 
stamp of His. endorsement upon 
each and every one of them. 
Therefore, if we accept the 
authority of Jesus Christ we are 
logically compelled to accept the 
entire Old Testament as the Word 
of God. 


Furthermore, as regards’ the 
divine origin and authority of the 
Old Testament, our Lord Jesus 
says in Luke 16:31, “Jf they hear 
not Moses and. the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded, 
though one rose from the dead.” 
In these words He endorses in a 
most emphatic way the infallible 
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from the dead by the same Spirit. 
And then, in our resurrected bod- 
ies, 
adoption and redemption that is 
provided on Calvary. 
we will be done with all sin, and 
will be perfect like Christ. 
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truth of the Old Testament. He 
says again in John 5:47, “if ye 
believe not his (Moses’) writings, 
how shall ye believe my words?” 
In these words He set the stamp 
of His authority upon the teach- 
ing of Moses as being as truly 
from God as His own, and de- 
clares that the same spirit that 
led men to reject the teachings of 
Moses would lead them to reject 
His own teachings. So, then, if we 
accept the authority of Jesus 
Christ we are compelled to ac- 
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cept the entire Old Testament as 
the Word of God. 


II. Jesus Promised the Holy 
Spirit Would Lead the Apos- 
tles in the Perfect Reve- 
lation of the New 
Testament 


But how about the New Testa- 
ment? Did our Lord Jesus set 
His stamp of approval wpon that 
also? He did. But someone will 
say, “How could He? Was the 
New Testament written when He 
was here on earth?’ No, not a 
single book of it. How then could 
He set the stamp of His endorse- 
ment upon books that were not as 
yet written? The answer is simple, 
by way of anticipation. Turn to 
John 14:26 and you will hear Jesus 
saying, “But the Comforter, which 
is the Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in my name, he 
shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remen- 
brance, whatsoever I have said 
unto you.’ In these words our 
Lord Jesus set the stamp of His 
endorsement not only upon the 
teaching of the apostles as being 
divinely inspired, but also upon 
their recollection of what He said 
as being also divinely inspired. 
The question is often asked me, 
“How do we know that in the 
four Gospels we have an accurate 
record of what Jesus Christ said? 
Did the apostles take notes of 
what our Lord Jesus said at the 
time, and if not, may they not 
have forgotten and misreported 
Him?” To this question I would 
say, “There is reason to suppose 
that the apostles may have taken 
notes at the time of what the 
Lord Jesus said; that Matthew, 
the author of the first Gospel, and 
Peter, from whom Mark derived 
his material for the second Gospel, 
and that James, the brother of 
John, from whom some believe 
Luke derived much of his material 
for the third Gospel, may have 
taken down what Jesus said in 
Aramaic, and that, John could have 
taken down what the Lord Jesus 
said in Greek, (We must remem- 
ber that when our Lord Jesus was 
here on earth the people among 
whom He lived were a bilingual 
people, speaking sometimes Greek, 
sometimes Aramaic). BUT ALL 
THIS DOES NOT MATTER FOR 
OUR PRESENT PURPOSE; for 
our Lord Jesus Christ Himself dis- 
tinctly tells us that in the apos- 
tolic records of what He said we 
would not have the apostles’ recol- 
lection of His words but the Holy 
Spirit’s recollection, that the Holy 
Spirit would bring to their re- 
membrance all that He had said 
unto them; and, while it was pos- 
sible that the apostles might for- 
get and misreport, the Holy 
Ghost could never forget nor mis- 
report.” 


Now turn to John 16:12, 13 (R. 
V.). There you will read these 
words, “I have yet many things 
to say unto you, but ye cannot 
bear them now. Howbeit when he, 


‘the Spirit of truth, is come, he 


will guide you into all the truth.” 
In these words our Lord Jesus de- 
clares that the apostles’ teachings 
were not only all to be divinely in- 
spired, but that furthermore they 
would contain more truth than He 
Himself taught, that indeed they 
would. contain “all the truth.” So 
if we accept the authority of 
Jesus Christ, we are logically com- 
pelled to accept the New Testa- 
ment as being divinely inspired, 
9s containing more truth than 
Jesus Christ Himself taught, as 
indeed containing “all the truth.” 


There was a fad cry that arose 
some years ago in England, and 
was taken up in this country, 
“Back to Christ.” By this men 
meant, “Do not tell us what Paul 
said, do not tell us what John 
said, do not tell us what Peter 
said, back to Christ Himself, back 
to the original source of authow 
ity.”’ Very well, ‘““‘Back to Christ;”’ 
I rather like the ery myself, but 
when you get back to Jesus Christ 
you hear Him saying, “On to the 
apostles; I have many things to 
say that I could tell you, but you 
are not ready to hear them yet; 
but when the Holy Spirit is come, 
He will guide you into all the 
truth.” So, then, if we ac@ept the 
authority of Jesus Christ, we are 
compelled to accept the authority 
of the entire New Testament, as 
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being divinely inspired, as con- 
taining more truth than He Him- 
self taught, as indeed containing 
“all the truth.” 

Here, then, is the point at which 
we arrive; if we accept the auth- 
ority of Jesus Christ, we must ac- 
cept the entire Old Testament 
and the entire New Testament as 
the Word of God. It is either 
Christ and a whole Bible—or else 
no Bible and no Christ. There are 
many in these days who say that 
they “believe in Christ, but not 
in the Christ of the New Testa- 
ment.” There is no Christ but the 
Christ of the New Testament. Any 
other Christ than the Christ of 
the New Testament is a pure fig- 
ment of the individual imagina- 
tion, just as much as an idol made 
with men’s brains as an idol men 
make with their hands. 


Ill. Christ Is Accredited as 
Deity by Five Unmistakably 
| Divine Testimonies 


So then if we accept the auth- 
ority of Jesus Christ, we are 
logically compelled to accept the 
entire Old Testament and the en- 
tire New Testament as the Word 
of God. But, if we honestly face 
the facts in the case, we are com- 
pelled to accept the authority of 
Jesus Christ, for Jesus Christ is 
accredited to us by five unmis- 
takably divine testimonies. 


First of all, Jesus Christ is 
accredited to us by the testimony 
of the divine life that He lived, 
for He lived as never man lived. 
If any man will take the four 
Gospels for himself and lay them 
side by side and read them 
through carefully and honestly, 
even once, he will discover two 
things: The first thing that he will 
discover is, that the story here 
related is the story of a life that 
was actually lived here upon earth, 
and not a mere romance. To sup- 
pose that any one man imagined 
such a character as that of Jesus 
of Nazareth when such a life was 
never lived here upon earth, is 
to suppose a greater miracle than 
anyone recorded in any of _the four 
Gospels. But to suppose that not 
only one man did it, but that four 
different men did it and that each 
one of the four not only succeeded 
in making his story consistent 
with itself, but consistent also 
with the other three, is to sup- 
pose the absolutely preposterous 
and impossible. There is no pos- 
sibility of honesty questioning that 
the story recorded in the four 
Gospels is the story of a life that 
was actually lived here upon 
earth. 


The second thing that he will 
discover will be that the life here 
recorded stands absolutely apart 
from any other life ever lived upon 
earth. Napoleon Bonaparte, late in 
life, was discussing Jesus of Naza- 
reth with some of his friends, and 
he is reported to have said, “I 
know men (and if he did not know 
men, who ever did?), and Jesus 
of Nazareth was no man.” By this, 
of course, he meant that Jesus 
Christ was not merely a man; 
for man He was. 


In the second place, Jesus Christ 
is accredited to us by the divine 
words that He spoke. If anyone 
will take the four Gospels and 
just read with candor and open 
mind the words spoken by our Lord 
Jesus Christ, he will soon discover 
that there is a quality in these 
words that distinguishes «them 
from all othef-words ever spoken 
on earth, He will be compelled to 
say what the officers said who 
were sent to arrest Jesus but 
came back without Him, “Never 
man spake like this man.” 

In the third place, Jesus Christ 
is accredited to us by the divine 
works that He wrought, not only 
healing the sick, which many 
others have done, but cleansing 
the leper by a mere word, ‘open- 
ing the eyes of the blind-by a 
mere word, raising the dead by a 
mere word, stilling the tempest 
and the sea by a mere word, 
turning water into wine, and feed- 
ing five thousand people with five 
small loaves and two small fish, 
which was a creative act. These 
works of divine power are-~-clear 
Bsa sacorn of a God-sent Teach- 

r. We cannot study them care- 
fully and not come to. the same 
conclusion that the great Jewish 
teacher of the day, Nicodemus, 
came to, when he said, to quote 
his words in the exact order of 
the Greek, ‘We know that from 
God thou art come a teacher, for 
no man can do these:signs which 
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thou doest, except God be with 
him” (John 3:2). 

Of course, I do not forget that 
very strenuous efforts are being 
made in our day (in point of fact 
they have been made for many, 
many years, though some of our 
university professors are telling us 
it is the “modern view” of the 
Bible) to eliminate the super- 
natural element from the story of 
the life of Jesus Christ, that is, to 
reconstruct the life of Jesus of 
Nazareth as we find it in the four 
Gospels in such a way as to leave 
out the miraculous and to leave 
the character and teaching of 
Jesus Christ intact. But all at- 
tempts of this character have re- 
sulted in total failure, and all 
future attempts will result in the 
same failure. The most able ef- 
fort of this kind that was ever 
made, was that made by David 
Strauss in his “Leben Jesu.” David 
Strauss was a remarkable man; he 
was a man of very broad and 
very profound scholarship, a man 
of almost matchless powers of 
critical analysis, a man of untiring 
industry, and he brought all. the 
powers of his singularly gifted 
mind to bear upon the four gospel 
records of the life of Jesus for 
the purpose of reconstructing it 
in such a.way as to leave out the 
miraculous and have the char- 
acter and conduct of Jesus left, 
If any man could succeed in that 
attempt David Strauss was the 
man. He gave the results of his 
labors to the world in his cele- 
brated, epoch-making “Leben 
Jesu; -—published in 1833. Please 
note the date. We are constantly 
informed by theological professors 
of the modernistic school, and by 
various university professors of the 
same school, and other leaders, 
that this view of the Bible is “the 
modern view,” but this ablest at- 
tempt of the kind ever made was 
published ninety years ago, pub- 
lished twenty-three years before I 
was born and when my father was 
only eleven years old. Where have 
these scholarly gentlemen who 
insist upon this being the “‘modern 
view” been living for the last 
hundred years? 


It seemed for. a time to many 
as if David Strauss had_= suc- 
ceeded in his attempt and that 
the miraculous must go. * David 
Strauss’ “Leben Jesu” swept all 
the universities of Germany, and 
France, and England, and Scot- 
land, and Ireland, and to a less 


extent those of America, as the 


modern destructive criticism has 
never swept them; swept them 
until it was thought that anyone 
who did not accept David Strauss’ 
construction of the life of Jesus 
was not up-to-date, that he was 
not scholarly, but the slave of 
tradition, an “obscurantist.” But 
when David Strauss’ “Leben Jesu’ 
was itself submitted to rigid, criti- 
cal analysis, it fell all to pieces, 
and there is not one single scholar 
on earth today who accepts David 
Strauss’ construction of the life 
of Jesus. 

Where David Strauss failed, 
Ernest Renan tried his hand. He 
was not by any means so able 
a man as David Strauss, but he 
was a man who towered far above 
the average man in ability and 
genius. He was a man of some 
considerable Semitic scholarship. 
He was a man of subtle imagina- 
tion, of a rare literary skill, of 
singular adroitness and finesse, 
the acknowledged literary master 
of all France in his day. ‘His 
“Life of Jesus’ was read with in- 
terest and admiration in many 
lands. The work was done with 
a rare and fascinating skill. And 
some fancied that Ernest Renan 
had succeeded in his attempt 
Where David Strauss had failed. 
But when Renan’s “Life of Jesus” 
Was subjected to a rigid critical 
analysis, it also fell all to pieces, 
and there is not a single scholar 
on earth today who accepts Ernest 
Renan’s construction of the life of 
Jesus. Every other attempt of a 
similar kind, and they have been 
countless, has met with a similar 


‘fate, for they attempt the impos- 


sible; and today at least this much 
is proven—lI believe far more than 
this is proven, but this is enough 
for our present purpose—that the 


story of Jesus of Nazareth as 


recorded in the four Gospels is at 
least substantially accurate his- 
tory. If that be true, and it un- 
questionably is, if it be true that 
our Lord Jesus lived as recorded 
in the four Gospels and wrought 
the works that are attributed to 
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Him in the four Gospels, then be- 
yond a peradventure Jesus Christ 
bore unmistakable credentials 
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Jesus Authenticates the Bible 


from God Himself that He was 
a Teacher sent from God. 


In the fourth place, Jesus Christ 
is also accredited to us by His de- 
vine influence upon all subsequent 
history. Jesus Christ was, beyond 
an honest peradventure, one of 
three things: He was either the Son 
of God in a unique sense, a divine 
person, God incarnate in human 
form, or else He was one of the 
most daring impostors that ever 
lived, or else one of the most hope- 
less lunatics. That Jesus Christ 
claimed to be the Son of God in 
a unique sense does not admit of a 
moment’s question. He says in 
Mark 12:6, that while all the 
prophets of the old dispensation, 
even the greatest, were “servants,” 
He Himself was the “Son” and the 
“one” and only “Son” of God (see 
R. V. and Greek). He did not 
hesitate to say in John 10:30, “I 
and my Father are one.” He went 
so far as.to say in John 14:9, “He 
that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father.” He even went so far as 
to say in John 5:22, 23 that all men 
should honor Him, ‘‘the Son, even 
as they honour the Father.” That 
He claimed in these passages to be 
a divine person is beyond question. 
He was then either the divine per- 
son that He claimed to be, or else 
the most daring imposter the world 
has ever known, or else the most 
hopeless lunatic. The modern Uni- 
tarian position, that Jesus Christ 
was not a divine person except in 
the sense that we are all divine, 
but that He was a good man, per- 
haps the best man that ever lived, 
is the very acme of irrationality 
and absurdity. Whatever Jesus 
Christ was, He was not ‘a good 
man,” that is to say, if He was not 
more than man He was not good. 
Some years ago when I was speak- 
ing to business and professional 
men on these subjects tin the city 
of Atlanta, Georgia, one of the 
most brilliant lawyers in the city 
sent me a message in these words, 
“Tell Dr. Torrey for me that he 
has proven at least one thing, 
that Jesus of Nazareth was not 
a good man.” A few days later he 
came out and took his stand and 
openly confessed Jesus Christ as 
his divine Saviour. To come back 
to our main point, Jesus Christ 
was, as we have said, either a 
divine person, God incarnate, or 
else He was the most daring and 
blasphemous impostor that ever 
lived; -or else one of the most hope- 
less lunatics. Now let me ask you 
two questions: Was the influence 
of Jesus of Nazareth upon sub- 
sequent history the influence of 
an impostor? No one whose own 
heart is not cankered with fraud 
and imposture, would dream for 
one moment of asserting it. Was 
the influence of Jesus of Nazareth 
upon subsequent history the in- 
fluence of a lunatic? Nobody but 
a lunatic would dream of assert- 
ing it. Here then is the inescapable 
conclusion—not an impostor, not 
a lunatic, then beyond an honest 
peradventure the Son of God. 


In the fifth place, Jesus Christ 
is accredited to us by His resur- 
rection from the dead. We have 
not time now to go into the 
argument for the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from the dead. I 
have done it time and time again, 
and it can be easily shown that 
the historic evidence for the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ is so ab- 
solutely and overwhelmingly con- 
vincing, that doubting the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ from the 
dead is impossible on the part of 
any man competent to weigh evi- 
dence and who will sit down before 
the evidence of His resurrection 
and carefully examine it with the 
single-hearted desire to know and 
obey the truth. But this clearly 
proven resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead is the Lord God Al- 
mighty’s stamp of endorsement up- 
on Jesus Christ’s claims. 


Jesus Christ, as we have seen, 
claimed to be a divine person. He 
was put to death for making that 
claim. When I was a minister in 
the city of Chicago, one of the 
leading liberal preachers of that 
city made the assertion one Sunday 
morning in his sermon that “Jesus 
of Nazareth was crucified by the 


| Orthodox people of the day.” I 


called him down the following 
Sunday by calling his attention 
to the fact that Jesus. of 
Nazareth was crucified by the 
Unitarians of the day on. the 


specific charge that He claimed | 


to be the Son of God. This 
libéral preacher was honest enough 
to admit that I was right, and 
afterwards quit the ministry and 
went into newspaper work. I re- 
peat, Jesus Christ was put to death 
tor making the claim to be the Son 
of God, but, before they put Him 
to death for making that claim, 
He said in substance, 


“You will put me to death for 
claiming to be the Son of God, but 
after you have put me to death 
God will set the stamp of His 
endorsement upon the claim by 
raising me from the dead.” 

Put Him to death they did; take 
Him down from the cross and lay 
Him in Joseph’s sepulcher, 
did; roll a stone to the door of the 
sepulcher and seal it with a Roman 
seal, which to break was death, 
they did; but when the appointed, 
exactly predicted hour came, the 
breath of God swept through that 
Sleeping clay and Jesus Christ was 
raised triumphant over death, and 
God spoke more clearly to all com- 
ing ages than if He should speak 
with audible voice from the open 
heavens above us today, “This 
man is what He claims to be, He 
is my beloved Son, hear ye Him.” 

We must then, if we are honest, 
accept the authority of Jesus 
Christ, and consequently we must 
accept the entire Old Testament 
and the entire New ‘Testament 
which He endorsed as being the 
Word of God, as being in reality 
such, Therefore, I believe the Bible 
to be the Word of God because of 
the testimony of Jesus Christ to 
that effect. I would be a fool if I 
did not. Pas 


IV. Critics of the Bible Who 
Put Themselves Above Christ 
Are Proved Impostors 

A school of criticism has arisen 
in your day and mine that assumes 
to set its authority up above the 
authority of Jesus Christ. This 
school of criticism demands that 
we give up the authority and in- 


they | 


fallibility of Jesus Christ and of 
the apostles, and accept their auth- 
ority and their infallibility in their 
stead. That is a stupendous claim 
to make, but I for one am per- 
fectly willing to listen to the claim. 
But before I accede to the claim I 
demand that this school of criti- 
cism present its credentials. We 
cannot yield to the claim of au- 
thority and infallibility of anyone 
until he presents his credentials, 
and they must be very clear and 
convincing credentials. Jesus 
Christ presents His. credentials. 
First of all, He presents the cred- 
ential of the divine life that He 
lived. What has this school of 
criticism to present over against 
that? They love to tell us about 
the beauty of the lives of some 
of these destructive critics, and we 
have not the slightest desire to 
deny the claim, but over against 
the fairest life that was ever lived 
by any destructive critic, or 
modernist, we lay the life of Jesus 
of Nazareth. Which suffers by the 
comparison? If there is any force 
in the argument, and there is great 
force in it, “If a man’s life is in the 
right, his doctrine cannot be in the 
wrong,’ it bears immeasurably 
more for the authority of Jesus 
Christ than it does for the author- 
ity of any critic who ever lived on 
earth. 

Jesus Christ presents His second 
credential, the divine words that 
He spoke. What has this school of 
criticism to present over against 
that? Nothing at all adequate; for 
while the words of Jesus of Nazar- 
eth have stood the test of eighteen 
centuries and more, and shine out 
with greater luster and glory to-

unsaved friend, as God in answer 
to prayer speaks to your heart 
while you read, make up your 
mind that at the end of this mes- 
sage you will take Christ as your 
Saviour and you will thus know 
for yourself this blessed experience 
which the Bible calls being born 
again. 

There are two questions men ask 
concerning this new spiritual birth 
and the first is — 


Why Should a Man Be 
Born Again? 

The answer is that man by 
nature is spiritually dead. God has 
divided mankind into two classes: 
the natural and the _ spiritual. 
The natural man is man with only 
human nature in him. “That which 
is born of the flesh is flesh” (John 
3:6). Mind you, it may be moral 
flesh; it may be educated and cul- 
tured flesh; it may be powdered, 
painted, and perfumed flesh; it 
may even be religious and baptized 


flesh; but it is flesh and flesh only. 

The other class is the spiritual 
man. “That which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit’ (John 3:6). In ad- 
dition to the flesh life he has a 
new spiritual life. Because he has 
received Jesus Christ into his heart, 
he has become a partaker of the 
divine nature; he is possessor of a 
new and higher quality of life call- 
ed eternal life. This spiritual life 
changes the whole current of his 
thinking and desires, and is so 
different from the mere flesh life, 
that the spiritual man is called a 
new creation. ‘Therefore if any 
man be in Christ, he is a new crea- 
ture: old things are passed away; 
behold, all things are become new 
(li Cor. 3:17). 


Between these two classes of 
men there is a great gulf fixed, a 
gulf as wide as the difference be- 
tween the different kingdoms in 
the natural world. For example, 
note the different kingdoms or

tire New Testament, which He en- 
dorsed as being the Word of God, 
as being in reality such. There is 
nothing else left for me to do, as 
a man who gladly bows to the 
inexorable logic of facts.

out to go to school for Bible 
training. 

I told him, :“I noticed in the 
woods the other day that you men 
always take time to sharpen your 
axe before tackling big trees. And 
I notice you sharpen those axes 
again and again during the day be- 
catise you know you can do a 
great deal more with a sharp axe 
than a dull one. It pays to take 
time to sharpen your axe.” 

I never saw a barber shave a 
man that he did not first stop to 
strop his razor. Any farm boy 
knows that he can chop more 
cotton and do it better if he takes 
time between long rows to sharpen 
his hoe. And any Christian worker 
will find he can do a better, more 
efficient. job for the Lord Jesus 
Christ if he takes time to sharpen 
his axe—learn the Scriptures, learn 
how to pray, learn methods that 
can-be used to bring men to Christ. 

When I surrendered to preach 
I meant business. No church in- 
vited me to preach so I preached 
on the streets. There was not 
much quality to my preaching but 
there sure was lots of quantity!— 
I preached everywhere. After some 
time I was called to a little church 
in Texas. I had done little studying 
—did not even know the books of 
the Bible—but I did work hard 
and I did really want God to use 
me. And God did use me. In al- 
most exactly three_years we paid 
for a lot and built and paid for a 
rock tabernacle sixty by eighty-

five feet. We went from twenty-.| 


almost exactly seven hundred 
members. I baptized three hundred 
sixty-eight people. 

But the work was shallow. I 
did not know enough Bible. There- 
fore, I could not teach erough 
Bible. I could get people saved 
because I knocked on doors day 
after day after day. But I could 
not tell others how to become soul! 
winners. My sermons were mainly 
re-hashes of sermons I read in 
THE SworD OF THE LorRD and in 
books, and people accepted them 
only because I was a young man 
who was. sincerely trying to do 
something for God. But I knew 
I needed to take time to sharpen 
my axe. 

So I resigned the church and 
enrolled in Moody Bible Institute 
in Chicago. At this time Cathy 
and I had been married over a 
year and had our first baby. 
Another baby was born while we 


most of the time. Employment was 
hard to find. Sometimes Cathy and 
I Walked the back~alleys looking 
for milk bottles we could wash 
and sell for money to buy food. 
Sometimes we did without food. 
But you never heard of happier 


thing for God and we were getting 
our axes good and sharp! 


Results 
It took us almost four years. 
Was it worth it? A thousand 
times! In the first place, I was 
still active in the Lord’s work. I

Both may come from the 
same chemical elements, but the 
ultimate distinction is that the 
plant possesses something more, 
something new, something original 
and unique, something added to all 
the properties common to both, a 
something that lifts the plant into 
another and higher kingdom al- 
together, and that mysterious 
something is life. The stone is 
dead, the plant is living.

What, then, does the Bible mean 


by spiritual death? It declares 
that unsaved men are ‘dead in 
trespasses and sins’ (Eph. 2:1). 


How can a living man be called 
dead? The answer is that, in the 
beginning, man was made to have 
spiritual union with God. As the 
limb of a tree is made to have 
union with the tree, sharing its 


so man was made to have spiritual 
union with God and thus find his 
greatest joy and life’s fullest and 
true meaning in doing the will of 


God. 
Now when a tornado felled the 


‘He was now separated from God 


large branch of a tree in my gar- 
den that branch died to the life of 
the tree. No longer did it partake 
of the life of the tree; no longer 
could it bear the fruit of the tree. 
The moment that branch became 
separated from the tree, in that 
moment it died. Similarly spiritual 
death is separation from God who 
is life, and the only source of 
spiritual life. 


The spiritual death of the first 
man Adam was caused by sin. Be- 
fore Adam disobeyed God, he walk- 
ed and talked daily with God in 
the garden. He rejoiced in fellow- 
ship with his Creator. But when 
Adam sinned and God came down 
to meet with Adam, he was no- 
where to be found. He was lost. 
He was hiding from God. He now 
feared and avoided God. You can 
see that some great change has 
taken place affecting Adam’s 
whole attitude toward God. What 
was it? Jt was spiritual death. 
God had said, “In the day that 
thou eatest thereof thou shalt sure- 
ly die’’ (Gen. 2:17). Adam lived 
physically for many years after the 
fall, but He died spiritually on the 
day when he first disobeyed God. 
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and the cause of the 
was sin. 

Adam's lost condition has been 
passed on to all men coming after 
him. His sin has become a univer- 
sal experience for “All have sin- 
ned” (Rom. 3:23). The result is 
that every man is lost. He is lost 
to God because he is unable to find 
God and return to the old place 
of fellowship from which the first 
man fell. He cannot atone for his 
sin and thus remove the barrier be- 
tween God and fallen man. 


Man is also lost to himself. He 
cannot be what he wants to be. 
He cannot find soul satisfaction 
and peace apart from God. Where 
is there an unsaved man who is 
satisfied with .himself? 


Not only so, but he is lost to 
his fellow men. All his service to 
others is in the realm of the mere- 
ly physical and mental. He has 
no help for the spiritual needs of 
men for he is spiritually dead him- 
self. 


This lost condition of man is 
final and complete. It means that 
man will be separated from God 
and from His best both here and 
hereafter. He will live forever 
without knowing the greatest joy 
of life, and the true meaning of 
our human existence. Not only so, 
but just as in this life he has en- 
joyed the goodness and mercy of 


severance 


God, in the next life he will as 
Surely experience the wrath of 


God because he would not allow 
the goodness of God to lead him to 
repentance. 


Now although man is spiritually 
dead, that does not mean that 
every man is as bad as he can be. 
There are different levels in the 
realm of spiritual death. Over 
yonder in the State of Colorado 
there are copper mines three thou- 


sea where the miners dig the ore. 


men are walking around doing the 
business of life. And above those 
streets towers snow-covered Pikes 
Peak, 14,000 feet above sea level 
where the tourist stands in awe at 
the scene spread far beneath him. 
But whether in the mine, or on the 
street, or on the mountain, all 
these people are in the State of 
Colorado, So while some.men and 
women descend into the very 
depths of degeneracy, while others 
live on the ordinary level of com- 
mon decency, and a few live on the 
mountain of high ethical attain- 
ment and morality, all are in the 
state of unregeneracy. There are 
only two states in which men may 
live. If they are born only once 
they are unregenerate, whether 


I release it, it falls to the ground. 
Why? because there is a downward 
pull on the book called the law of 
gravitation. Similarly when men 
yield to the natural desires of the 
unregenerate heart it leads them 
down, not up. Scripture, therefore, ~ 
tells us man by nature is spirit- 
ually dead, and therefore lost; 
human experience confirms God's 
Word, and that is why a new birth 
is necessary; that is why Jesus 
said, “Ye must be born again.” 
The second question is, 


How May.a Man Be Born 
Again? 

I pray, and others will be pray- 
ing, that some of you who read 
this message are interested enough 
in your soul’s salvation to be ask- 
ing this question. God grant that 
some reader now is saying, “How 
may I be born again?” 

The Bible tells us what the new 
birth is by first telling us what 
it is not. In John 1:12, 13 we read, 

“But as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that 
‘believe on his name: Which. were 
born, not of blood, nor of the will 
of the flesh, nor of the will of 
man, but of God.” 

Note, then, that the new birth is 


“Not of Blood” 


That means it is not by heredity 
that we are born again. Men and 
women are not saved by families 
but as individuals, and apart from 
parentage. Sons and daughters are 
not saved because their parents are 
saved. There are multitudes of 
young people in our churches 
whose parents are saved, and be- 
cause these young people were 
practically brought up in church, 
it was presumed that they were 
saved. They believed the Bible, 
they learned Bible verses, they be- 
lieved in Easter and Christmas, 
they believed all the Bible says 
about Jesus Christ. At: an early 
age they were received into the 
church, and it was taken for grant- 
ed that they were on the way fo 
Heaven. But all this believing was 
in their head, not down in their 
heart. Consequently there is no 
Spirit of God in their life, no de- 
sire for spiritual things, no ap- 
petite for prayer and the Word of 
God. There is no spiritual life be- 
cause there was no spiritual birth, 
no new creation. They are merely 
religious worldlings, because they 
never definitely received Christ 
personally into their heart. They 
are still children of the flesh de- 
spite their Christian parentage.

What of the heart? “The heart 
is deceitful above all things, and 
desperately wicked” (Jer. 17:9). 

What of the understanding? ‘““The 
natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God: for 
they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned (I 


a pe Fy 
What of the imagination? 
“Every impagination of the 


thoughts of his heart was only evil 
continually” (Gen. 6:5). 

What of the conscience? “Even 
their conscience is defiled”’ 
(Titus 1:15). 

What of the memory? ‘They 
have forgotten the Lord their God 
(Jer. 3:21). - 

What of the will? “Ye will not 
come to me, that ye might have 
life’ (John 5:40). 

And human experience verifies 
what the Bible declares. Where 
is the human heart that naturally 
loves God, and puts Him first be- 
fore self and all others? Where is 
the imagination that is not stained 
with defilement? Where is the un- 
saved man whose will does not in- 
Sist on ruling his own life in- 
stead of letting God rule it? The 
fact is, if he would let God rule 
his life he would be saved, but be- 
cause his perverse and perverted 
will rebels against the will of God, 
he remains spiritually dead. 

Let me repeat that our human 
nature. confirms the Scriptures I 
have quoted and tells us our nature 
tends downward into sin. I hold

Oh, let me ring this Word of 
God in the ears of those who are 
depending on the spiritual experi- 
ence or the church vows of their 
parents—we are born again, not 
of blcod, not through parentage; 
salvation is not by heredity. 


“Nor of the Will of the Flesh” 

That means not by our own 
human efforts, not by our own 
works; salvation is not by charac- 
ter. 

There are those today who be- 
lieve they can be saved by trying, 
as they call it, to live a good life. 
They pay their debts, they give to 
charity, they help their neighbors, 
they live moral lives, and because 
they are good, respectable people

they think by that to win the 
favor of God, and at last get into 
Heaven. Such people are exactly 
described by these words, “For 
they being ignorant of God’s right- 
eousness, and going about to es- 
tablish their own righteousness, 
have not submitted themselves un- 
to the righteousness of God” (Rom. 
10:3). , 


My friends, it must be a terrible 
thing to go through life thinking 
you are saved, or will be saved, 
and at the end find yourself lost 
because you were ignorant of God’s 


righteousness. How can we possibly-| 


hope to save ourselves by our good 
works when God tells us, “By 
grace are ye saved through faith; 
and that not of yourselves: it is 
the gift of God: Not of works, 
lest any man should boast (Eph. 
2:8, 9)? Don’t you see that if you 
and I could save ourselves by our 
good works, then we would be our 
own saviour? What would be the 
meaning of Christ’s cross? You 
make the cross of Christ of none 
effect if you 4ry to save yourself. 

I asked a well-educated man 
down in Eustis, Florida, if he ex- 
pected to get into Heaven when he 
died. He thought for a moment, 
then answered, “‘Yes.”’ 

I said, “On what basis do you 
expect to get in.” 

He replied, “Well, I do not re- 
call one single time in all my life 
when I have turned down any 
appeal from any person or any 
cause for help.” 

What a startling commentary on 
the preaching of our day when 
a man accustomed to hearing 
preachers knows~nothing of the 
need of a new birth. N we are ever 
to be born again it will not be by 
the will of the flesh. 


“Nor of the Will of Man” 


This refers to human pronounce- 
ments connected with religious 
ordinances, ceremonies, and ritual, 
which are believed by some to con- 
fer spiritual life on those who are 
spiritually dead. By participating 
in certain religious ordinances 
people are supposed to become 
“Children of God, heirs of Christ, 
and inheritors of the kingdom of 
heaven.” My unsaved friend, it 
is.. not true! It" is. all. hue 
man fancy. It is all a tragic error. 
We are not born again. by the 
will of man. That priest who says, 
“I forgive you,” believe him not. 
That man who says. by baptism 
you are made a child of God—do 
not believe him, for it is not so. 
If the application of water on the 
head of a morally unconscious in- 
fant in the name of Father, Son, 
and Holy Spirit, made that infant 
a child of God, then some of the 
greatest murderers that ever curs- 
ed the earth with their presence 
were the children of God. Hitler, 
Mussolini, and Stalin were all so 
baptized, but who believes they 
were God’s children? O man, O 
woman, let me repeat it. No priest 
nor minister can confer on you 
with his hands or voice the spirit- 
ual life your dead soul needs. You 
must be born again, but it is not 
by the will of man. 


“But of God” 


What then does it mean to be 
born of God? God uses an Agent 
and an instrument in this experi- 
ence that comes to a reborn soul. 

The Agent is the Holy Spirit. It 
is He who convicts us of sin, shows 
us our need of a Saviour, shows 
us that Christ died on the cross, 
not only for mankind in general, 
but for us personally, so that we 


see Him hanging there in our 


place, taking the judgment our 
sins deserved. It is the Spirit of 
God who moves us to turn from 
our sin, and to receive Christ into 
our heart, and who, when we do 
so, imparts the divine life and 
power that makes all things new.

“Being born again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed {that is the first 
birth|, but of incorruptible, by 
the word of God, which liveth and 
abideth for ever’—I Pet. 1:23. 

The blessed Holy Spirit applies 
the Word of God to our heart and 
conscience, enabling us to believe 
the divine record concerning Jesus 
Christ. Thus we ‘are saved by faith; 
faith in the Saviour revealed to us 
by the Spirit, and through the 
Word. 

So the new birth brings us face 


to face with a Person, and that 
Person is Christ. “As many as 
received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his

Get this: In the first year 
after graduation I won more souls 
than I had the entire three years 
before entering school. And, 7e- 
member, I had preached all the 
time I was in school. 


Now, I do not mean that I got 
my axe sharpened once and for all.
